and snail also organize and conduct a 
personal canvass of every member and 
adherent of the congregation to the 


- end' that some adequate systematic 


contribution to the cause 
of world 


evangelization may be made by every- 
one. 


"4. That we strongly urge the adop- 


tion of the weekly system of mission- 
ary offerings as the most scriptural, 
fair, 
business-like 
and 
productive 


method, believing that when properly 
Introduced and worked it secures the 
largest possible educational, financial 
and spiritual results. 


"B That the churches of Fort Wayne
